300 Cases of Smallpox Re- 


ported in 12 Days, Says 


Health Board 


Three hundred cases of smallpox 


irore reported to the state bureau of 
vital statistics In the first 12 days 
of December, •which is far above the 
normal numiber. for 
lihis month. 


Commenting on this situation the 
State Board of Health sand: 


"It la true that smallpox Is now 


attended by few fatalities. 
Prob- 


ably- this accounts for the all too 
frequewt expression, 'I wouM rather 
have smallpox than be vaccinated.' 
Needless to say, many of those who 
take thig position are afflicted with 
the disease. There are other phases 
to the prevalence of smallpox, than 
the occasional death caused by the 
malady. Aside from the actual suf- 
fering there Is tine frrcat inconven- 
ience caused many additional per- 
sons through tfuarantine. 
The at- 


tendant economic loss to a commun- 
ity through these causes is difficult 
of accurate measiirejtiient, but never- 
theless tangible and considerable in 
the aggregate. 


"Another matter wliloh Is infre- 


quently considered is the unneces- 
sary Buffering inflicted upon inno- 
cent chol'dren tteoogh failure of par- 
ents and responsible officials 
to 


preach 
and practice vaccination. 


The amount of schooling lost in 
Wisconsin 
each 
winter 
through 


sickness, quarantine and closing of 
schools is excessive. 
Each new 


crop of unvaccdmted children affords 
a most fertile field'for smallpox. 


"There is no reasonable argu- 


ment against the successful _ vaccin- 
ation of all persons in Wisconsin 
against smallpox,' for ample proof 
of the efficiency of the procedure is 
available from innumerable sources. 
When properly performed the oper- 
ation may be classed as trivial, 
causing a minimum of inconveni- 
ence and maximum of protection 
against a disease which should not 
be tolerated in the state."

"The parents can never repair or 


wipe out the injustice they thereby 
do their children," he continued. "I 
am amazed at the absolute neglect 
of so many parents in Madison of 
their children in this regard. Time 
and again without number, whan 
young boys and girls .ire brought 
into the juvenile court; I learn that 
they are permitted to be out until 
11 and 12 o'clock at night, entirely 
without supervision or attendance, 
and without the parents having any 
information as to their whereabouts. 


"In such cases it is usually only 


a question of time before the chil- 
dren find their way -into juvenile 
ccurt, and the regrettable feature of 
it all is that-when they are brought 
in. parents have so completely lost 
control of the children that from 
that.time on they can no Ionger.be 
guided by care and love but must 
be held in line by the strict arm of 
the law. 


"Parents realize this after it is 


too late to usdo the wrong which 
has resulted because of their neg- 
lect of the children and because of 
the failure of the father to be a pal 
to the boy and the mother a pal to1

LRNACE coal, egg size, sells in Madison for $19.50 per ton, 
pea coal sells at $17 and soft coal for furnace use $11. Peo- 


ple who did not understand the Esch-Cummins bill very well last 
fall, understand it better now as they are paying their coal bill, 
and are paying 3.6 cents a mile for railroad transportation. 


The mine workers who actually produce the coal now re- 


ceive, according to government reports an average of $3.63 n 
Ion. Th« demand of the miners for increased pay would, if 
granted in full, have added about 73 cents a ton to the price of 
coal. But they received an advance only 17 per cent. 


So do not imagine when you pay $17 for a ton of coal that 


labor is getting a large share of this sum. 


A number of coal operators were indicted in the federal 


court last spring for profiteering- But on the eve qf, the trial 
the United States district attorney at Indianapolis resigned, 
stating publicly his reason, which was that Attorney Genera] 
Palmer has instructed him not to use the evidence collected by 
the government against the coal operators. 


Just before Christmas (ihe date is December 25) the stock- 


holders of the Delaware, I.ackawanna and Western Coal Com- 
pany will hold a meeting in Hoboken, the jolly purpose of which 
is to pass a resolution authorizing a stock dividend of SEVEN- 
TY-FIVE per cent. The capital stock of the concern is now 
?6,SOO,000. The slock dividend will amount to $5,100,000. 


The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Coal Company 


was organized in 1909 to comply with the anti-trust law, and to 
separate coal business from the transportation business. The 
stock in the coal company was distributed to the stockholders 
of the railroad company. The coal company now buys its coal 
from the railroad company, being simply a selling concern, mak- 
ing tidy profits. 


A government loan of S9.630.000 to the New York, New 


Kaven and Hartford railroad has been approved by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 
The commission has also ap- 


proved of a government loan of SI,870,700 to the Erie Railroad 
Company. 


So when you pay $17 for a ton of coal and 3.6 a mile for a 


railroad ticket don't imagine you are paying too much. It takes 
the profit of a good many tons of coal to pay a 75 per cent divi- 
dend amounting to §5,100,000. 


And a good many railroad tickets must be sold to accumu- 


late that revolving loan fund from which the governiiint lends 
money to the railroads which need it. and know how to get it.

OME resolutions adopted by the FARM BUREAU at their 


national contention held at Indianapolis last week is in- 


dicative of the change in sentiment that is sweeping the country 
with respect to the Esch-Cunimins bill. 


The FARM BUREAU is an organization of "gentlemen 


farmers" that started out with a reactionary policy. The FARM 
BUREAU even helped to put through the notorious Esch-Cum- 
mins law. The reactionary leaders have undoubtedly -heard 
from the farmers back home and are now getting in tune with 
the sentiment of the country wifjh respect to the Esch-Cum- 
mins law. The re&olutions which were adopted follow: 


"We demand of Congress the adoption of such amendments 


to the Interstate Cosnmerce Act as amended by the Esch-Cum 
rains bill as shall preserve the powers of the several states to 
regulate the rates and practices of carriers relating to local 
transportation and distribution of cars, a.nd as shall confine com 
plaints before the Interstate Commerce Commission against 
such rates, regulatiqns and practices upon the ground of al- 
leged discrimination to persons and localities injuriously affect- 
ed thereby. 


"We denounce, as un-American the principle and are op- 


posed! to guaranteefing a fixed return to public utilities and rail- 
roads* on a cost-phis basis. 


"We insist that in fixing the value of property of transpor- 


tation systems that the commercial value of such property 
should Jbe at least some indication of its real value and we de- 
nounce Ihe action of the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
lixing thfe value of such properties at five billion dollars in ex- 
cess of Cheir commercial value as an unjust imposition on the 
American people."
